*Wilt as modified by Roustaei and Wang does not teach or fairly suggest optical code reader having a 
device for widening the angle of the emitting beam along the direction of alignment of the first array of 
light sources and narrowing the angle of the emitting beam along the perpendicular direction to the first 
emission lay, and a converting device having a main digitalizer and an auxiliary digitalizer and wherein 
the sensitivity of the auxiliary digitalizer is higher than the main digitalizer which is used to provide the 
specifics of the setting/switching mode having different configuration mode, and the specific groupings of 
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the light sources in the illumination configurations, i.e., the activation of the first group of light sources 
that defines the first illumination configuration, the activation of the second group of light sources that 
defines the second illumination configuration, and the second group includes at least one light source 
activated in the first group and at least one additional light source which is not activated in the first group, 
as set forth in the claims.
